—  A  telegram  from  Asuncion,  Paraguay,  of 
the  2ist  inst.  states  that  Imbonic  pest  has 
again  broken  out  in  that  city  and  tliat  rigorous 
measures  have  been  adopted  to  check  it.  It 
is  slated  that  19  cases  had  been  retiorted  and 
confirmed  within  a  few  days,  Disinfecting 
appliances  and  the  necessary  persons  to  use

—  The  Great  Western  railway  has  already 
carried  700,000  casks  of  wine  this  year  from 
Mendoza  and  San  Jnan,  There  are  about 
400,000  more  casks.

—  The  financial  year  of  the  republic  having 
ended  on  June  30,  we  give  below  u  comparative 
statement '  o(  -  the  customs  receipts  for  two 
periods  1898-99  and  .1899-1900,  (Ttiose  for 
the  latter  mouths  of  iS99-i90(j  are  uncorrected, 
which  may  make  a  difference  of  some  $10,000 
to  $20,000  in  the  total  for  the  year.)- 
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A  German  official  compilation  estimates— 
for  there  can  hardly  be  exact  knowledge  in 
such  a  matter — that  the  aggregate  of  German 
investments  in  the  western  lieniisphere  is  a 
billion  and  a  quarter  dollars,  of  which  two- 
fiftlis.  *p5oo,ooo,ooo,  is  in  the  United  States. 
Nearly  as  much  more  has  been  invested  in 
Argenliiia,  Brazil  and  CliiH,  the  investment  in 
the  first  named  being  nearly  as  great  as  that  in 
the  oilier  two  countries,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
shown  lately  by  Mr.  Mulhall  that  British  com- 
merce was  standing  up  against 'German  com- 
petition better  in  Argentina  than  in  oilier  parts 
of  Soutii  America.  These  stateiiieiits  are 
interesting,  but  we  caii  no  more  treat  German 
investments  in  Argentina  as  adverse  to  onr 
interests  than  we  can  regard  German  invest- 
ments in  our  own  conntry  as  inimical  to  ns. 
\\'c  have  heen  very  glad  of  German  invest- 
ments here;  if  Germans  have  invested  $500,- 
000,000  in  this  country'  it  was  in  buying  pro- 
perty that  .\niericans  were  offering  for  sale,  or 
in  developing,  natural  resources  for  which 
Aniericaiis  had  insufficient  capital,  or  in 
rendering  commercial  services  of  which  Amer- 
icnis  were  glad  to  avail  themselves  and  for 
which  they  were  willing  to  piy.  It  would  be 
a  great  misfortune  if  Senator  Lodge's  speech, 
or  a  circular  of  inquiry  adilressed  by  the 
department  of  state  to  our  consuls  in  Soutli 
America,  should  create  the  impression  that  we 
regariled  with  hostility  German  etnigralion  to 
and  investment  in  Soutli  America.  We  have 
benefited  by  both,  and  South  .■\merica  has 
merely  received  the  overflow  of  German 
capital  and  labor. — Sew  Yoik  Times,  May  22.

A  large  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Vic- 
toria Institute  washeld  in  Lomlon  recently,  at 
wliicli  a  paper  on  'lEoUtliic  Flint  Impleinents" 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  R,  Ashinj^toii  liiiUen, 
B.A.,  F.  G.  S.  The  autlior  discussed  iheir 
origin,  insisting  Ihnt  Sir  Joseph  Prestwich's 
reasonsfor  Iheir  bi-iiig  of  hmiiiin  wdrkuiausliip 
have  never  been  disproved,  as  "no  one  has  yet 
produced  a  series  of  examples,  due  lo  known 
aqueous  agency,  whether  fluviiitile  or  marine, 
actually  resembling  eoliths."  In  considering 
tlieir  geological  Hge,  the  recent  evidence  of 
Dr.  H.  P.  ElacUmore.  of  Sidisbury,  who  has 
found  eoliths  by  digging  trenches  in  the 
Elephas  nieridioiiidis  gravels  of  DewHsh,  Dur- 
setshire,  ihUs  man  distinctly  in  the  lime  of 
the  Cromer  Forest  Bed,  co"nsidered  as  late 
Pliocene  by  Lyell,  and  early  Pleistocene  by 
Prestwich  and  by  ScIiarfT.  Dr.  IJlackniore's 
implements  above  ntentioned  and  a  series  from 
Mr.  B.  Harrison  were  exhibited. 


FOOLISH  I'INLAND. 
After  presimiptuoHs  Poland,  comes  foolish 
Finland,  anoUier  small  state  which  is  in- 
fatuated enough  to  dream  of  independence 
and  separate  nationality  ;  ideas  which,  in 
the  present  temper  of  Europe,  must  not  be 
entertained  for  a  moment  against  the  will 
of  a  superior  power.

The  Jingoes 
(with  a  big,  big  J)  have  said  so,  and  what 
Jingoes  proclaim  has  to  be  carried  out.  ?Ience- 
forlii  the  M'orld  is  to  be  divided  into  only 
two  cla,sses,  Jingoes  and  traitors  to  theii'coun- 
try,  and  all  who  do  not  bowl  with  the  former 
lay  themselves  open  to  treatment  as  the  latter. 
This  is  the  newest  and  greatest  development 
of  civilisation,  in  which  the  English  are 
proudly  leadliig  the  way,  (  Vide,  the  reports  of 
the  London  papers  on  tiie  Mafeking  celebra- 
tions).

5.  PAULO  FACTS. 
The  day  which  Fox  thought  had  dawned 
for  mankind  "how  mucli  llie  btst  and  the 
greate.st."  was  observed  here  as  a  liolidav  in 
conimenionttiou  of  Ihe  couimenceiiieiit  of  li- 
berly  and  also  of  the  proinulgatinn  of  this 
slate's  constitution.  The  president  held  a  re- 
ception in  the  early  aflernoou,  and  in  t!ie 
evening  the  Cercle  Frau(;.dse  gave  a  ball  in 
the  Rotisserie  Sportsman. 

Ou  Sunday  there  w#e  several  .small  niisliaps 
on  the  Aveinda  electric  tram  line,  lu  one- 
case  the  "man-catcher"  demonstrated  its  uti-' 
lity  by  removing  a  child  which  was  plaving 
on  the  line.  In  the  second,  some  little  alarm 
was  occasioned  by  fire  breaking  out  ju  the 
framework,  due  to  lack  of  hibrioation.  To- 
wards evening  two  bonds  following  one  ano- 
ther were  returning  to  town.  When  opiiosile 
Mr.  D.  Mitcheirs  house,  tlie  leading  bond 
stopped  to  take  up  a  passenger.  The  car 
behind  was  at  too  short  an  interval  to  stop 
without  any  preceding  notice,  and  ran  into 
the  other  with  considerable  force.  The  sijec- 
tacle  of  a  hundred  people  hmTving  out  of  the 
bonds  in  confusion  afforded  the  apptarauce  of 
a  bad  accident,  Several  people  were  badly 
shaken  and  the  driver  of  the  rear  car  had  to 
be  taken  to  the  hospital,  hut  otherwi.'^e  the 
damage  was  confined  to  the  cars,  Ti'allie  was 
stopped  for  some  time,  but  about  7  p.  m.  t.iie 
line  was  cleared  and  the  fj-ont  bond  with 
the  other  in  tow  proceeded  to  the  town, 

A  sensational  attempt  has  been  made  to 
break  into  the  agency  of  the  Ranco  Merc-intil 
de  vSantoB,  which  is  situated  right  in  the-heart 
of  the  city  in  Rua  S.  Beiilo.  The  B^iik  is  ou 
the  ground  floor  of  a  house  wiiicli  wa.s  re- 
cently vacated,  and  at  Die  back  of  which  is 
another enii>ly  house—  fronting  Rua  Badaro.

It  was  probably 
at  this  ninmeut  llmL  the  maimger  of  the  bank 
entered.  He  had  come  on  Sunday  evening  to 
take  money  from  Ihe  safe  to  send  to  Santos, 
llie  thieves  must  have  lliougiitthat  the  police 
weie  lying  in  wait  for  them,  in  the  sune 
manner  as  at  the  affair  of  Ru:i  Estacuo,  and  in 
a  ])anic  threw  down  their  to-iis  and'fled  Th- 
manager  noticed  nothing  unusuiil,  but  in  th- 
niornuig  the  hole  was  noticed,  and  the  police 
on  being  .sent  for  found  a  pi-rfect  arsenal  of 
house-breaking  implements  on  the  other  side. 
Most  of  these  were  new,  and  of  exceediuglv 
ingenious  construction.  One  was  so  powei^ut 
that  it  is  doubtful  if  the  strongest  safe  could 
hold  out  against  it.

Thk  following  extract  from  the  Viceroy  of 
India's  letter  to  the  Lord  Mayor  sets  out 
clearly  and  strikingly  the  severity  of  llie 
present  famine  in  Indui.  He  says  :  »In  the 
middle  of  May  1897  an  area  of  205.000  square 
miles  with  a  population  of  40,000,000  persons 
was  affected.  In  the  middle  of  May  1900  the 
figures  are  417,000  square  miles  (or  nearlv  a 
quarter  of  the  entire  extent  of  the  Indian 
empire)  and  54,000,000  persons.  In  May  1S97 
3i8i  1,000  persons  were  in  receipt  of  goverii- 
inent  relief;  in  May  1900  the  total  relieved  is 
5,607,000.  At  the  present  luoinent,  if  we  lake 
the  vvlude  of  the  affected  regions  in  British 
India,  15  per  cent,  of  the  entire  population  are 
being  supported  by  government  (in  many 
parts  the  proportion  is  nearly  double  ;  wliile 
the  figures  f<n-  native  stales,  wdiich.  amount 
only  lo  6  per  cent.,  will  give  an  idea  botli  of 
the  anxiety  with  which  we  interpret  onr  own 
obligations,  and  of  the  need  f(jr  further  as- 
sistance in  ])arts  of  tlie  country,  wluch  are  ikU 
less  suffering  but  over  whose  adndnislratiou 
we  exercise  a  less  immediate  or  perfect  con- 
trol," The  Viceroy  proceeds  :  "The  special 
features  wliicb  differentiate  the  present  famine 
from  its  predecessors,  other  than  those  already 
described,  are  the  ahsolute  failure  of  the  two 
last  autumn  and  spring  harvests,  tlia:i  which 
it  is  impossible  to  imagine  anything  more 
ruinous  or  complete;  and  the  unprecedented 
loss  of  cattle  in  the  central  and  western  parts 
of  India,  which  will  render  the  task  of  re- 
cnperalion  more  arduou.s  than  on  any  previous 
occasion.  — 77/t'  Slaiisl,  June  23.

Rkgakdixg  the  present  .state  of 
affairs  in  this  citr.  nothing  satisfactory 
can  be  .said  at  this  moment  without 
going'  into  the  subject  more  at  length 
than  our  time  and  space  permits. 
That  the  rise  in  exchange  is  due  to 
artificial  means,  no  one  will  dispute  , 
that  it  has  caused  immense  prejudice 
to  bnsine.ss  interests  no  one  will  deny  ; 
and  that  it  is  destined  to  come  down 
again  later  on  every  one  expects.  That 
explains  in  general  terms  the  attitude 
of  the  public  in  the  matter.  It  is  a 
common  remark  among  uierchants 
that  a  continuance  of  this  policy  will 
at  no  distant  day  cause  a  serious  crisis 
in  bu.-iness  and  that  many  houses 
will  be  compelled  to  go  into  liquidation. 
We  presume  the  banks  which  are 
concerned  in  this  exchange  manipulation 
are  well  aware  of  this  and  are  prepared'' 
for  the  con.sequences.  [hider  ordinary 
circumstances  the  bank  is  considered  to 
be  dependent  upon  trade  for  its  support, 
and  in  places  where  trade  is  declining 
the  bank  also  suffers.  ]\[ore  than  this, 
~^'-^  there  are  man\-  who  l)elieve  that  a 
.^^iW  principal  function  ef  the  bank  is  to 
assist  trade,  and  tliere  are  some  good 
people  north  of  the  line  who'  are 
clamoring  for  a  bank  to  assist  them 
in  extending  their  commerce  with  Bra- 
zil, But  in  tliis  case  we  have  the 
bank  uniting  with  the  government  to 
force  up  exchange  at  so  rapid  a  rate 
that  business  is  practically  checked, 
.speculation  increased,  and  enoniious 
losses  are  threatened.  So  far  as  we  are 
informed,  e\-eryonc  wi.she.s  to  see  ex- 
change go  up.  There  is  a  general  feel- 
ing that  the  rates  ruling  .some  months 
ago  were  unreasonabh-  low.  Could  it 
have  been  arranged,  or  regulated,  to 
put  up  the  rate  a  half-penny  a  month. 
no  one  wouid  iiave  been  alarmed,  bu.si- 
ness  would  have  adjusted  itself  to  the 
change  as  the  ri.se  went  on.  and  no  los.ses 
would  have  been  incurred.  But  to  do 
the  mad  thing  of  putting  up  tht  rate 
five  pence  in  about  a  month  has  upset 
everything.  Merchants  can  not  take 
advantage  of  the  ri>e,  fr.r  collections  are 
practically  su.-.pended.  and  even  if  the.v 
had  the  money  the  banks  are  disinclined  ;

Thr  result  of  the  investigation  into  the 
defalcations  some  time  since  iliscovered  at  the 
national  mint  has  jirst  been  made  piihlic.  We 
can  not  .s^y  that  we  are  surprised,  for  the 
exiraordiuary  looseness  with  which  that  pub- 
lic establishment  has  been  managed  made 
such  H  crime  easy,  while  the  vicious  tendencies 
of  the  time  rerifler  it  certain  that  such  an  op- 
portuidty  would  not  pasH  unimproved.  liul 
ntthesametimellieinagniLiideof  theroijI)erif,s 
is  absolutely  startling  and  one  is  compelled 
lo  believe  that  persons  other  thin  porters, 
engravers  and  other  linmblc  einplovc^;,  have 
lieeii  concerned.  The  sum  of  6,5.1 1 .4  ^'ii^-igo  is  a 
pretty  large  one-over  a  million  do'liars-and 
it  is  hardly  credible  that  eight  or  ten  coinmon 
employds  could  have  laken  such  a  sum  witliont 
affordhig  unniistaUeahle  signs  in  their  modes 
of  living  of  such  a  mysterious  accession  of 
fortune.

Kut.,  whetherthis  istrue  or  not,  the  fact  stands 
out  clearer  now  than  ever  that  theiipalriotisuni 
of  which  we  have  heard  , so  much  during  the 
last  decide  has  been  nothing  but  a  mask  for 
the  most  sordid  vices  of  a  vicious  regi-me. 
The  national  mint  hasbeen  one  of  the  nurseries 
of  tliealricat  patriotism  as  professed  l)v  the 
followers  of  Ploriano  Peixoto.  ami  like'  the 
Central  railway  it  has  been  a  feeding  ground 
for  impecunious  and  mercenary  patriots.  We 
■e  jicver  been  tolit  where  the  money  went  to 
ken  from  the  Central  railway 
during  the  Kloriano  dictatorship,  and  in  all 
probability  \i'e  .sliall  know  no  more  of  the 
defalcation  at  the  mint.

-■-Last  week  the  promotor-general  of  public 
misery  decided  to  provisionally  suspend  the 
order  for  destroying  vegetable  gardens  wilhiri 
city  limits,  considering  that  tiie  numher  de.s- 
troyed  will  .sufficiently  reduce  the  peril  oc- 
casioned by  them.  Tins  is  one  more  proof  of 
the  arbitrary  cliaracter  of  the  regulation.  !f 
these  gardensarea  source  of  injury  to  i)ublic 
health,  tlien  they  should  all  he  de.stroyed' 
without  exception.  If  those  remaining  'arc 
not  a  .source  of  peril,  then  none  of  them  were. 
Then,  too,  justice  demands  that  all  citizens 
should  be  treated  alike,  and  there  is  no  justice 
in  destroying  the  vegetable  gardens  of  .some, 
and  leaving  others  iintcuclied,  If  the  de.struc- 
tion  is  to  be  made  at  the  cost  of  the  individual 
gardeners,  then  it  is  niaiiifestlv  nnfair  and 
unjust  to  mill  some  and  leave  otliers  not  only 
to  continne,  but  to  reap  an  extra  profit  from 
the  misfortune  of  those  whose  gardens  had 
been  destroyed  without  com])ensation.  I.ook 
at  the  (]uestion  as  we  may,  it  is  full  of  con- 
tradictions anil  injustice.  It  is  one  of  the 
meanest  and  most  sen.sele.ss  acts  of  arbitrary 
authority  we  have  ever  witnessed,  According 
to  the  'Uuiao  Por(iitiiic-ja  no  less  than  i^^'o 
gardeners  have  been  reduced  to  misery,  their 
gardens  and  grass  field.-i  representing  an 
investment  of  thonsniids  of  contos.  Some  of

—The  recently  promulgated  law  prohibiting 
the  import  ili.>n  of  nierchandise  into  Brazil 
bearing  bibels  jiriuted  111  the  Portuguese  lan- 
guage, from  foreign  countries  other  than  Por-  - 
tugal  or  Portuguese  possessions,  is  the  most 
unjust  ami  vexatious  measure  that  has  ever 
been  enacted  by  a  protectionist  state.  Com- 
mercial men  of  all  nations  trading  with 
Brazil  should  make  a  firm  stand  against  this 
most  unjustifiable  law,  ;uid  we  are  glad  to 
learn  from  V'hf  Ixio  Xr.cs  that  the  attorney  of 
Messrs.  PMward  Ashworlh  and  Co.,  and  others 
has  publi'.^bed  an  important  reclamation  ou 
the  subject.  He  demonstrates  clearly  that 
this  provision  is  a  violation  of  the  law  of 
October  14.  1SS7,  -which  provides  for  the 
registry  of  trade  marks,  and  of  article  72. 
section  27  of  the  constitution  which  guarantees 
property  ri.s^hts  in  manufacturers'  marks.  He 
might  also  have  added,  savsour  contemporary, 
that  it  is  a  violation  of  the  intennlional 
trademark  conyeiuion,  to  which  Brazil  is  a 
p.irtv.

Financial  Notes 


—  It  is  stated  that  tlie  goveninieiit  lias 
decided  lo  spend  160,000$  on  repairs  on  tlie 
Peniambiico  ciistoiii-hoiise. 

—  The  general  and  State  governments  are 
quurreiing  over  taxation  powers.  liotli  would 
do  well  to  in:ike  concessions  in  benefit  of  llie 
taxpayers. , 

—  The  debt  of  the  state  of  Minns  Geraes_  at 
the  end  of  last  vear  was  as  follows; --foreiKii 
debt,  48,712,471  francs;  internal  fiiiidt-d  debt, 
i7.753i2ooS;  floating  debt,  9,192, S4t,|9S7  bear- 
ing interest  and  279,486^248  noL  beiiritig  iii- 
teifcst. 

—  T!ie  power  to  tax  ought  not  to  be  unlimit- 
ed, nor  ought  the  same  tax  to  be  duplicated 
by  a  lower  branch  of  government,  Revenue 
should  always  be  derived  from  the  surplus 
wealth  or  earnings  of  the  people  and  shoultl 
never  cut  Into  working  capital, 

—  At  Jlandos  hopes  are  still  entertained  of 
a  fortunate  conclusion  of  the  nei^otiatioii  of  a 
loan  in  Paris  for  Ibe  state  of  Aniazonas.  Very 
uatnrally.  The  MauAos  ring  is  bimgeriiig 
for  more,  and  it  will  be  an  evil  dfiy'when 
foreign  capitalists  are  weak  enough  to  advance 
one  single  penny  to  that  state. 

—The  subscription  books  of  the  new  muni- 
cipal loan  were  closed  on  the  igLh  insl.  with 
the  announcement  that  the  amount  (10,000, - 
000$)  had  been  all  subscribed.  The  parliculars, 
.however,  were  not  niacie  public.  One  clause 
in  the  contract  obliges  the  prefecture  to  accept 
the  coupons  of  both  niunicipal  loans  in  pay- 
ment of  all  dues  to  the  nuinicipality. 

— A  telegram  from  Buenos  Aires  of  21st  says 
the  R.  it.  S.  S,  iiMagdalenai)  is  bringing 
£  180,000  stg,  lo  Rio  de  Janeiro,  viz, ;  £  100,000 
to  London  and  River  Plate  Bank,  £  50,00010 
the  German  Bank  and  £  (o.ooo  to  the  British 
Bank.  In  a  jirevious  sliipment  /^  20,ocK)  li.m 
been  sent  to  the, British  Bank.  The  banks 
claim  a  profit  of  2  per  cent  on  exchange  differ- 
ences. 

—  The  investigation  of  the  robbery  at  the 
mint  shows  that  the  value  of  llie  stamps  nns- 
singis6.54i.4335490-  'i'^i*^  investig;iti(Ui  com- 
mittee reports  that  the  thieves  made  use  of 
keys  belonging  to  the  establishment.^  The  ex- 
divector  of  the  mint  and  his  subordinates  are 
severely  censnred  in  the  report  for  lack  of 
zeal  and  vigilance.  There  is  no  positive  proof 
against  the  supposed  thieves,  who  are  employes 
of  the  establishment  and  the  owners  of  the 
Cafd  Portas;  but  the  incriminating  indications 
are  considered  very  strong. 

—  The  tribunal  of  accounts  has  refused  to 
register  the  snm  of  I26,2l4$84ofor  the  payment 
of   the   account   of  Lage  Irniaos  for  repairs  on 

the  cruiser  Ttajano.  The  ceuise  of  Uie  refusal 
is  the  insufficiency  of  the  balance  on  account 
of  the  respective  appropriation.  In  future, 
contractors  should  be  very  careful  in  accepting 
work  from  the  government.  They  slmuld 
first  ascertain  that  there  is  an  appropriation 
for  the  work,  then  they  should  embargo  its 
use  for  any  other  purpose ;  •?.  nd  then  they  should 
require  ample  guarantees  for  the  payments 
under  the  contract, 

—In  December  gold  was  at  3S7  in  Brazil. 
The  government  paid  its  service  in  full  and 
became  trusted  at  home  ami  abroad.  The 
result  was  tliat  in  7  months  it  fell  200  points 
.  and  gold  now  stands  at  only  1S8.  No  honest 
person  has  been  ruined  by  the  sharp  decline 
because  there  are  no  sham  national  industries. 
Ko  one  has  been  so  unpatriotic  as  to  work  up 
a  scare  about  blue  ruin  and  then  repudiate  56 
cents  each  dollar  as  there  was  no  syndicate 
with  a  strong  enougli  hold  on  the  congress  to 
pull  it  along  the  line  of  its  own  interests, 
Brazil  is  now  celebrating  as  a  national 
triumph,  which  does  more  lionor  to  her  than 
winning  a  war,  the  very  s;inie  thing  that 
interested  people  persuaded  Argentine  rulers 
would  be  the  ruin  of  the  country. — Biicnos 
Aites  Herald.  [We  fully  appreciate  the  need 
of  the  lesson  which  the  Herald  expounds  for 
the  benelit  of  the  Argentine  government,  but 
unhappily  the  reference  to  Brazil  id  sadly  at 
fault.  In  December  the  Brazilian  government 
did  not  pay  "its  service  in  full,"  for  it  Ins  not 
paid  interest  on  its  foreign  debt  and  on  its 
foreign  railway  guarantees  for  two  ye.irs. 
Many  honest  persons  have  been  nearly  ruined 
by  the  fall  in  gold,  which  is  largely  the  result 
uf  pure  speculation.  The  virtues  ascribed  to 
lis  by  the  Herald  are  pleasing,  but  it  can  not 
be  said  that  they  really  belong  to  us.~Kd.
